conremptable Expreſſions of the Perſon of our LORD JESUS, as 4n1maav. pages 4. 35, 36. I 
ſay whether rheſe and other Wick«dnefſzs that G. cover and excule,as is proved Animaav. by 
not as great a 5candal ro Chriſtianity, as /. Ys charging them ; and therefore ought to be teſti- 
fied againſt, becauſe it may tend re excuſe the Fews in their Cruelty to our LORD JESUS his 
Perſon, and in their Infid2lity in him : Nay, I queſtion, whether or no, it it were feriouſly 
and ſtritly conſidered, it may not be a hinderance and ſtumbling-block in the way of the 
Jews Converſion to Faith in our LORD JESUS, as the true and only Mefiah ; nay, alſo In- 
couragement to the Myhwmetans, Let it be ferioufly conſidered in the fear of God, I beſeech 

'ou, it's this Work, and Principles and Workmen that Counterfert 15 defenſive 1n, and prides 
bimfelf in ſaying falſly ja his Epiſtle, 1s 2 Lining Truth, and Þbriocent People he defends. 

I *ſhall not troub!e vou with many more of his Comntcrſeir Pretences , thele being &- 
nough io prove him an Enemy and Scandal to Chriſtianity, for the contemptable underva- 
luing the Perſon and Body of our LORD JESUS, do invalid the Teftimomes in Scripture, to 
the great worth and value of his Blood and Death on the Croſs, for that was, as he was the 
Seed of the Woman and. as to his Manhood, and not as the Almighty, Everlaſting God. 

In page 77 fays G.I. Its row the conti12pt of his perſon ? in antwer, I fay, thole who con- 
felled Chrif in words, and had in his Name done mighty Works, yet being workers of iniqui- 
ry Our Lord faid to them , 4 part from rite I R207 yOu 710 ; ſo altho G. I. in words pretends ro 
own our Lord Feſus, yer his wicked works of excuting and covering thole contempts, do ren- 
der him guilty thereof, for the force of the proof of my charge againſt G. JF. doth - not fo 
much depend on his oven & oCtrines;as on his exculing and covering others as appears in Animad.

execution of a Law. Theſe words are ſo contemptious of our Lord's ſifferings and over-valueing 
of your ſelves, that want words to expreis my abhorranceof them , and were there no 
other proof of your contempt to our Lord Jeſus bur this one, its enough (and roo much) and 
I could hardly believe ſuch words ſhould be uttered by any Chrithan ; but Ifind G. 1. donct 
deny them, but ſhuffle and quibble, in y-7c 34. 19 deand cover this wicked contempt, and 
excuſe for the crac!ty of the J:ws ro our Lord, and the Apoſtles that is expreſt , and implied 
in them words, infomuch that G. 7 is forc'd ro corrrerfotr a faint dillike ; Granting the prince 
not [0 well word:a nn mend ad, CC. Coniider Rerder I heſcech You how calm and unconcerned 
Countrifo7t is , when our dear Lord and his cruel SuFerings, and the Apoſtles allo are fo con- 
temptiouſly undervalued ; alſo obſ.: ve how Firiovily, and with what indignarion he do repre- 
ſenc F. B. and !!. C. infamous Apoſtrres and feandeion: to Chriſtianity, in his Title and Epiſtle, 
and in A:ima?, prev y, 19, What intfumions and flawterons NameSand Terms he ©. gives F. E. 
and 7. C. alſo the laſt words in th: conclulion of my Aimed how they Envy ani Infamize 
7.C, tor preferring the Laws of the Nation before their Jaws in the torm of Marriages and 
Tithes. All theſe contidered if my charge againtt ©7. 17, benot proved, then Jer me bear 
all the blame and ſhame they can pi. me too. Vor were he conlc encioufly conccrn'd for the 
Holy Truth, as he fallly in his Epiſtle p: 2rends, than he would teſtine againſt and difown all 
thoſe Contemprs, with the ſame Earne!tnuls and Zeal as he do uſe ro cover and excuſe them, 
and to defame them that diſcover them ; prove your ſelves (to the Parliament and Nation) fin- 
cere Chriſtians and good Proteſtants, by your defending and maintaining the Faith in our 
LORD JESUS, as in Scripture, and the ſuccelfion of Chriſtians hath been believed, and ſuf- 
fered for ; and teſtifie againſt, and diſown that blatphemous Letter to G. F. in p4z. 30 and this 
afore-cited, and them by F. B. and 7. C. objeC&ted againſt in Au/ma. pages 35, 36, &c. And not 
by framing a Belief in dubious Terms ( that you may make ro mean as you pleaſe ) and 
think its enough. You may deceive Men, but God will not be mocked ; rhoſe that contels 
and forſake their Errours, may hope tor Mercy ; but them that will net confkc16, but cover 
and excuſe them, hall not proſper. 

For G. W's now pretence paz. 58. 75. of owning ſome Dodtrine of G. X's. cited in Anim. 
IntroduF. pag. 2, His ſincerity may be queſtioned, tft in that he hath taken ſuch pains ro blame 
and aſperſe G. K. ( tho not by name) the maintainer thereof, and excuicd and covered thote 
who oppoſed him, and aſſerted contrary Do&trines, as in 7:59.74. par. 36. Secontly if he own- 
ed them as fundamenta's, why was he ſo induſtriousto contate the Notion of the Revolution on 
ſuſpicion that it was G. K's. to infamize him, and allo tor the pious Gentiles to be Chriſtians, 
Animad. pag 38, bur all his Charity could not afford any thing in defence or thote j :n{ir;uwentnl 
Dorines, nor againſt thoſe contrary DoQtrines of &. K's Enemeis ; now he lays paz. 58. Where 
hare I condemned or oppoſed this Doftrine ? &c, ( This, and other his 1mpertinent queries are here 
afore,and in Auimaiver/iors anſwered) but he does not plainly own aor dilowa ; but excuſe and 
vindicate the oppoſers thereof ; but if he be ſincere ler kim plainly own them as aflerted by 
G. K. and diſown the contrary DoQtrines of G. K's Enemies, and other unchriſtian DoGrines of 
G. Fox, &c. and then I will acknowledg my ſelf ro hzve been miſtaken, and ro have wronged 
him. But however I bleſs God this advantage 15 obtained, that the Ancienr Chriſtian Faith 
according to the Evangeli/ts has been of late more Preachrt in Meetings than TI have heard in ma=- 
ny years ; in which I rejoice, whatever the end of {ome is.
